» 30.8% of preschoolers (ages 2-5)
watch more than two hours of
television per day, not including
computer time, which far exceeds
the American Academy of
Pediatrics’ recommmendation.
Children who surpass two hours
of screen time are more likely
to become overweight or obese.*

PUBLIC HEALTH LAUNCHED

LOS ANGELES MANAGING OBESITY

IN MOMs (LA MOMs) to provide
resources und individudl support to
mothers who recently had a baby, in
the areus of breustfeediny, nutrition,
physicul activity and stress reduction.

The ygoul of the LA MOM s program

is to help Mothers uttuin or improve
their pre-pregnauncy weight, increuse
breustfeeding und improve euting
habits in both the mom and

the buby.

The time between the end of one
pregynuncy und the beyinning of the
next one, known us interconception
cure, is un importunt juncture to
reduce obesity in mothers.

The program is helping mothers
manage their weight by:

» Developing and implementing an
online weight management toolkit
for postpartum women

» Providing training to community-
based agencies that serve
postpartum women

QUICK FACTS

» Leading health organizations
recommend that most infants be
breastfed for at least 12 months.
For the first six months, infants
should not be given any foods
or liquids other than breast milk.
Families who follow optimal
breastfeeding practices could
save more than $1,200 to $1,500 in
formula expenses annually.®

» Most preschool-aged children
may consume at least 50% of
their Recommended Dietary
Allowances in child care settings,
which places a great deal of
responsibility on the child care
facility to provide nutritionally
adequate food options.¢
